Our Caladium bulbs are certified disease 
free, and grown in sterilized soil. These 
bulbs have lots of ‘eyes,’ which produce 
a beautiful plant.

POT-PLANT CULTURE 


Probably the quickest way to obtain growth is to 


place the bulbs directly in pots. 


Use a mixture of 14 


top soil on the sandy side, 14 dairy fertilizer well rotted,

14 leaf mold, with a little gravel added for drainage. 
Water sparingly until sprouted and then give plenty of 
water. Keep at 85° or higher and by no means allow 
Caladium bulbs to become chilled, as this definitely 
checks the growth. 


Some growers prefer to place bulbs in flats half- 
submerged. This we do not recommend, since it 
causes half of the bulb to dry and sometimes rot. Then,

Bright crimson-red leaves 
with a bluish tint. Very showy. 


ITACAPUS. Dark red with small brighter 
red dots. ‘Vigorous, bushy and extra fine 
for potting. 


JESSIE THAYER. Flushed pink and white 
with red veins. Robust in growth.

MADAM TRUALL. Deep purplish red 
with deeper-colored ribs and bronze-green 
edges. Large leaves. 

White with green veins 
and greenish white margin; spotted red.

SCARLET PIMPERNELLE. Scarlet with 
yellowish straw color margin. Large leaves. 

SEA GULL. Dwarfish green leaf, white 
center and white midribs. 

SOROCOBA. Transparent, silvery white 
leaves suffused light pink; green ribs, vein 
and edge. 

SPANGLED BANNER. Very good grower. 
Red leaf, dark ribs with abundant spots of 
pink. 

THOMAS TOMLINSON. Brilliant 
with narrow green margin. 
showy.
